H E advantages  of  a publication 


X of  this  kind  to  the  praftitioiicr  in 
medicine,  are  (’tis  prefumed)  too  ob- 
vious to  need  enumeration ; I lhall, 
therefore,  only  premife  a few  necellary 
obfervatlons  relative  to  the  work  itfelf,. 

I.  The  dofes  of  medicines,  &c.  are 
fet  down  as  for  adults  j and  therefore^ 
the  prefcriber  will  eafily  vary  them  for 
other  ages.  For  example,  children  of 
two  years  old  may,  in  general,  take 
about  a third  part  of  the  dofes  for  adults^ 
or  a little  more ; and  fo  in  proportion 
for  other  ages,  the  cmfiitution  being  allb 
confidered,

PREFACE, 

II.  Where  it  could  conveniently  be 
done,  I have  mentioned  the  intervals 
at  which  the  medicines  are  to  be  repeat- 
ed : but  thefe  may  be  varied  at  the 
prefcriber’s  difcretlon.  For  brevity’s 
fake  I have,  in  many  places,  ufed  the 

frequenter  by  which  I would  have 
it  underftood,  that  every  three,  four, 
fix,  eight,  &c.  hours  are  meant,  ac- 
cording to  the  exigency  of  the  cafe,. 

III.  When  any  particular  indication 
is  to  be  anfwered,  the  clajfes  (as  cathar- 
tics, diuretics,  aftringents,  &c.)  may 
be  referred  to  ; under  which  heads,,  as 
many  of  the  compofitions  and  limples. 
as  were  judged  necelfary,  are  arranged. 

IV.  The  limits  affigned  to  the  work 
would  not  admit  of  formula ; nor  do  I 
think  them  by  any  means  neceffary. 
The  dofes  of  all  the  articles  ufually  ad- 

miniftercd 
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mlniftered  are  fet  down  ] and  I will  not , 
fuppofe,  that  there  is  any  medical  prac- 
titioner, who  cannot  give  direftions  for 
making  them  into  draughts,  bolufes, 
or  other  forms  that  may  be  required. 
The  vehicles  Ihould  be  either  perfedlly 
innocent,  (as  aq.  pura,  fyr.  fimp.  &c.) 
or  of  fimilar  virtues  wdth  the  medicines 
to  be  given.  And  if  two  articles  of  the 
fame  virtues  (cathartics,  for  example) 
are  employed,  it  fcarce  need  be  men- 
tioned, that  the  dofe  of  each  muft  be 
proportionably  lefs.  It  may  be  added, 
that  ingredients  of  a volatile  nature 
fhould  be  given  in  a liquid  form,  left 
their  virtues  exhale  i very  naufeous  ones 
fhould,  if  convenient,  be  given  in  the 
form  of  pills  or  bolufes. 

V.  In  the  alphabet  I have,  for  the 
moft  part,  made  ufe  of  Englifh  names ; 
or  at  leaft,  have  referred  from  thofe 
where  technical  ones  are  employed.

This  work  was  drawn  up  originally  for 
my  own  ufe,  and  in  the  courfe  of  prac- 
"^nice,  I have  found  it  very  convenient  to 
refer  to  occafionally.  It  was  the  opinion

M.  S.  that  it  would  be  equally  ufefulto 
others,  and  this  was  my  motive  for 
making  it  public. 

If  the  plan  of  the  Work  be  approved, 
any  alteration  that  may  be  judged  pro- 
per, will  be  made  in  a future  edition.

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AGUE. 

Symptoms.  The  fit  begins  with  cold  lliiver- 
ings;  a fmall  quick  pulfe ; pain  in  the  back 
and  head;  naufea.  To  thefe  fucceed  great 
heat  and  fever,  which  terminate  in  fweats. 
The  urine  during  the  fit,  pale,  clear,  and 
without  fediment  ; but  in  the  interval,  tur- 
bid, with  a copious  fediment  of  a reddilh 
colour. 

In  ' the  Sluotidian  Ague  the  fit  returns  once  in  a 
day. 

In  the  Tertian,  every  other  day. 

In  the  ^lartan,  the  intermiffion  is  of  two  whole 
days. 

Treatment.  Firfl  give  an  emetic,  and  after- 
wards a gentle  cathartic-.  If  the  intermiffion* 
are  not  regular,  faline  febrifuges  fliould  be 
adminiftered  till  that  Qbje£l:i.6n  is  reproved ; 
then  give  the  bark,  in  fubftance  3j\  every 
two  hours  during  the  intermiffion,  adding 
tindl.  theb.  or  other  aftringent  if  it  runs  off 
by  ftool.  If  the  ftomach  will  not  bear  the 
powder,  give  it  in  decoftion,  infufion,  or  the 
extraa  in  pills.  Pulv.  11.  charnsm.  chalybs.

. may  be  added  according  to  circumllances.

defperate  cafes.

Giddinefs  in  the  head,  alternate 
heat  and  cold,  and  at  length,  after  fome 
hours,  conllant  great  heat : fometimes  vomit- 
ing or  purging  ; pains  in  the  head  ; eyes  in- 
flamed and  watery,  as  in  the.  mealies ; anxi- 
ety, faintnefs,  fore  throat,’  with  florid  colour ; 
or  elfe,  a broad  irregular  Ipot,  of  a pale  white 
colour,  furrounded  with  red.  On  the  fecond 
or  third  day  the  face,  neck,  bread:,  and  hands 
/ fwelled,  and  as  if/«rfyfipelatous ; an  elHoref- 
cence  of  many  fmall  red  pimples  fometimes 
appear  on  the  arms  and  other  parts.  I’he 
throat  Houghs,  ulcerates,  and  is  very  painful. 
OlFenfive  tafte,  and  delirium  towards  night. 

B 3.  Treat- 
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Treatment.  Avoid  bleeding  and  evacuation, 
gentle  fudorifics  excepted  ; and  purgings 
fliould  be  checked.  Give  firft  a gentle  emetic, 
then  medicines  with  contrayerva  and  conf. 
cfrJiac;  or  decodlion  of  bark.  Gargle,  or 
rather  fyringe  the  throat  with  decoft.  peft.  cum 
rad.  contray.  to  which,  vinegar,  myrrh,  and 
honey  of  rofes  ma^'  be  added.  If  the  floughs 
do.  not  feparate,  touch  them  with  a rag  dip. 
ped  in  a mixture  of  mel.  aegypt.  3J.  and  Jij 
of  the  preceding  gargle  ; or  gargle  with  water 
acidulated  with  fp.  of  fait.  To  reftore  the 
patient  give  bark  and  elix,  vitri'oli,  with  pro- 
per llrengthening  diet.

APOPLEXY, 
Symptoms.  A fudden  privation  of  fcnfation, 
and  voluntary  motion.  The  face  red,  and 
bloated ; the  mouth  commonly  open ; the 
pulfe  ftrong  and  quick,  efpeci?dly  .at  firft  ; 
refpiration  ftrong,  and  attended  with  fnorting. 
Treatment.  Bleed  freely,  and  apply  cup- 
ping-glaftes  to  the  head,  neck,  or  between 
the  fhoulders  ; ftrong  clyfters  and  cathartics  ; 
blifters  ftiould  be  applied  to  the  back  and  legs, 
and  finapifms  to  the  feet.  Medicines  of  the 
warm  nervous  kind,  as  caftor,  valerian,  cam- 
phire,  aflafoetida,  and  volatile  falts,  Ihould 
frequently  be  adminiftered. 

Authors  diftinguifti  between  a fanguincous  and 
piiuitous  apoplexy  : The  firft  arifing  from  a 
turgidnefs  of  the  velTcls  of  the  brain  ; thelaft, 
from  ferous  matter  in  the  ventricles.  In  the 
B 4^  latter 
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latter  cafe,  emetics  of  the  antimonial  kind  are 
ferviceable,  though  often  hurtful  in  the  for- 
mer ; bleeding  fhould  alfo  be  prefcribed  with 
caution  in  the  latter.  A foft,  mild,  and 
opening  vegetable  regimen  is  prefcribed  for 
patients  fubje(5t  to  the  fanguineous,  and  a con- 
trary one,  with  exercife,  for*  fuch  as  are  re- 
covered from  a pituitous  apoplexy. 

APPETITE  Canine. 

Treatment.  If  an  acid  in  the  llomach  be  the 
caufe,  vomit,  and  give  tellaceous  powders, 
magnefia,  or  alcalis.  If  worms,  give  anthel- 
mintics. If  it  be  natural,  or  proceeds  from 
ether  caufes,  oils,  faf  meats,  and  broths,  milk, 
and  flour  diet  will  be  proper.  Alfo  opiates  ; 
fraoking  tobacco  is  likewife  of  fervice.

SviiPTOMs.  A difficulty  of  breathing,  attended 
with  wheezing;  it  returns  at  intervals;  is 
preceded  by  difmclination  to  motion,  lofs  of 
appetite,  oppreffion,  flatulency,  and  frequent 
eruftations.  At  length,  the  cheeks  become 
red,  the  eyes  prominent,  and  there  is  fuch 
an  anxiety  and  fcnfe  of  fuffocation,  that  the 
patient  can  only  breathe  in  an  ereft  pofture, 
and  can  fcarce  fpeak  or  expeftorate.  If  he 
happens  to  fleep  he  fnores  much  ; at  the  height 
of  the  fit  is  defiroas  of  cool  free  air;  fweats 
about  the  neck  and  forehead;  coughs  up  a 
little  frothy  matter  with  great  difficulty ; ijio 
fever  ; pulfe  extremely  fmall  and  weak  ; urine 
pale  and  copious  ; as  the  lit  abates,  an  expec- 
toration of  mucus ; the  urine  becomes  higher 
coloured,  and  depoflts  a copious  fediment.. 
Treatment.  During  the  fit  bleed,  if  age  or 
weaknefs  do  not  forbid  ; blifter  between  the 
fhoulders,  or  at  the  pit  of  the  ftomach  ; the 
body  fhould  be  opened  with  gentle  cathartics ; 
then  give  the  peftorals  and  expeftorants, 
B 5 joined.

Bleeding,  laxatives,  and  ftyp- 
tics ; as  tr,  rofar.  tr.  ftyptic,  alum,  bark,  half, 
traumat,  pulv.  e fuccin.  c.  nitre,  and  occa- 
fionally  an  opiate;  the  feet  bathed  in  warm 
water ; a flender  cooling  diet,  and  no  exer- 
cife. 

B L O O D,  Vomiting  of. 
Symptoms.  There  is  no  cough  when  the  blood 
comes  from  the  flomach  ; a fenfe  of  weight 
and  oppreflion  precedes  the  vomiting ; the 
ftomach  is  often  diftended  ; the  blood  of  a 
darker  colour  than  in  an  hamoptoe. 
Treatment.  As  in  the  preceding  cafe  j fmall 
dofes  of  vitr.  virid.  calcin.  are  efficacious  in 
this,  and  alfo  in  a rupture  of  a veflel  in  the 
inteftines,  and  a confequent  difcharge  of  blood 
by  fool.

c.  fquills,  mucilag.  cydon.  lozenges  of  liquo- 
rice, &c.  Blifters  are  very  efficacious,  as  are 
alfo  gentle  fudorifics  repeatedly  taken  ; with 
diluents  and  faline  febrifuges,  when  the  per- 
fpuation  is  obftrudled,  and  fever  appears. 

COLIC,  Bilious. 

Symptoms.  An  acute  pain,  and  obftruflion 
in  the  inteftines  ; accompanied  with  a vomit- 
ing of  yellow  or  greeniffi  bile.  A bitter  talle 
in  the  mouth,  with  great  heat.  The  pain 
fometimes  fixed  about  the  region  of  the  navel, 
(bmetimes  all  over  the  abdomen,  at  other  times 
Ihifting  from  one  part  to  another.  A pulfa- 
tion  and  cold  are  likewife  felt  in  the  belly. 
Urine  little  or  none.  Frequenly  hoarfenefs, 
with  thirll  and  fever.  Moft  prevalent  in  fum- 
mer. 

Treatment.  Bleed,  and  give  an  emetic,  with 
a large  quantity  of  inf.  flor.  ch.  or  the  like, 
to  work  it  off;  then  give  cathartics  (pills 
chiefly,  or  ol.  ricini)  with  opium,  and  open- 
ing emollient  clyfters.  If  thefe  fail,  put  the 

patient 
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patient  into  the  warm  bath.  If  the  vomiting 
continues,  faline  draughts,  with  tinft.  theb. 
Pills  of  gr.  IT.  or  gr,  j.  of  crude  opium  are 
moll  powerful  in  removing  pain  and  fpafm  ; 
and  enable  the  cathartics  to  take  the  better 
effeft. 


COLIC,*  Hyfteric, 
i:  Symptoms.  This  is  a difeafe  to  which  women 
^ of  lax  and  grofs  habits,  and  of  irritable  dif- 
politions,  chiefly  are  fubjedl.  It  begins  with 
j violent  pain  in  the  region  of  the  llomach, 
much  green  and  yellow  matter  is  vomited,  and 
great  lownefs  of  fpirits  fucceed ; the  pain  goes 
off  in  a day  or  two,*  and  frequently  returns 
again  in  a few  weeks  with  equal  violence. 
Sometimes  ’tis  attended  with  jaundice,  which 
in  a few  days  goes  off. 

Treatment.  Avoid  bleeding  and  purging, 
unlefs  plethora  or  collivenefs  indicate ; clear 
the  llomach  with  warm  water,  chamomile  tea, 
&c.  then  give  a carminative  antifpafmodic, 
with  opium  ; (as  callor,  conf.  card,  philon. 
conf.  paulin.)  which  may  be  occafionally  re- 
peated. Recruit  the  llrength  with  bark,  bit- 
ters, air,  exercife,  chalybeates,  &c.  This  dif- 

order 
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order  in  men  is  called  the  Hypochondriac 
Colic  and  fliould  be  treated  in  like  manner. 

COLIC  Injlammatory , or  Inflammation  of  the 
Bowels. 

Symptoms.  A vehement  burning  fixed  pain 
is  felt  in  the  parts  moft  affefted,  with  heat  of 
the  whole  body,  quick  pulfe,  lofs  of  llrength, 
anxiety  and  reftlelTnefs. 

Treatment.  Bleed  largely,  and  repeat  it  if 
necelfary,  and  the  pulfe  will  bear  it ; procure 
Ilools  with  foft  mild  cathartics,  as  ol.  ricini, 
oily  mixtures  with  manna,  and  tart,  folub.  or 
the  like ; or  if  thefe  will  not  ftay,  with  pills 
of  extr,  cath.  and  opium  ; emollient  clyfters 
Ihould  be  frequently  given,  and  foft  emollient 
liquids  drank  ; the  bowels  Ihould  be  foment- 
ed, bladders  of  water,  bags  of  fait  or  oats 
heated,  the  fldns  of  animals  juft  killed  applied 
to  the  part  j and  the  warm  bath  Ihould  be 
prefcribed  if  thefe  prove  ineffeftual.  In  cafe 
of  violent  vomiting,  give  the  fallne  draughts 
in  the  adl  of  elFervefcence  ; and  the  pain  and 
. fpafm,  if  violent,  may  be  abated  with  pills  of 
crude  opium  ; blifters  may  be  applied  to  the 
part  affefted  ; the  fumes  of  tobacco  thrown  up 

the 
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the  iundanient,  in  cafe  all  other  cathartics  fail; 
or  give  quickfdver. 

COLIC  Nervous,  called  alfo  the  Devonjhlre 
Colic,  Colic  of  Poidiers,  dry  Gripes,  and  the 
dry  Belly -ach. 

Symptoms.  Begins  with  a fenfe  of  weight  or 
pain  at  the  pit  of  the  ftomach,  attended  with 
lofs  of  appetite,  yellowilhnefs  in  the  counte- 
nance, a flight  naufea,  and  coftivenefs ; a 
vomiting  of  acrid  flime,  and  green  bile  fuc- 
ceed  ; the  pain  often  defcends  to  the  navel, 
{hooting  from  thence  to  each  fide,  with  great 
violence  ; the  inteflines  feem  drawn  to  the 
fpine,  with  convulfive  fpafms ; the  pain  con- 
tinues without  remiflion  for  feveral  hours  to- 
gether ; pulfe  as  in  health ; no  fever,  but 
rather  lownefs ; when  at  length  the  pain 
abates,  an  odd  tingling  is  felt  along  the  {pina 
dorfi,  which  extending  to  the  legs  and  arms, 
they  become  w'eak  and  paralytic. 

Treatment.  Vomit  feveral  times  with  warm 
chamomile  tea,  then  give  opium  in  pills  or 
otherwife,  as  alfo  by  clyfter;  the  pain  and 
tenfion  being  removed  by  thefe,  give  gentl? 
cathartics,  fuch  as  ol.  ricini,  infuf.  fen.  with 
falts,  and  the  like  ; laxative  clyfters  may  alfa 
C be 
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be  prefcribed  j bleed,  if  the  pulfe  be  high  ; 
llools  being  procured,  an  anodyne,  carmina- 
tive, and  antifpafmodic  may  be  given,  as 
camphire,  valerian,  caftor,  conf.  card,  or  the 
like,  with  opium.  If  the  pain  returns,  have 
recourl'e  again  to  opium  pills ; if  paralytic 
fymptoms  cQme  on,  embrocate  the  limbs  and 
fpine  with  lin.  vol.  cum  camphor,  or  other 
warm  liniment.  If  convulfions,  give  mulk 
with  opium.  After  the  diforder,  bark,  with 
bitters  and  rhubarb,  Ihould  be  ordered  ; toge- 
tlier  with  a light,  but  nutritive  diet.  Flannel 
may  alfo  be  worn  round  the  vvaift. 

Painters  and  glaziers,  who  are  fubjeft  to  this 
diforder  on  account  of  the  lead  ufed  in  their 
work,  rely  on  burnt  gin,  which  I have  feen 
them  take  with  furprifing  fuccefs. 

COLIC  Stone,  or  Niphritis. 

Symptoms.  The  colic  which  fometimes  arifeth 
from  the  Hone,  may  be  known  from  the  other 
kinds  by  the  following  ligns ; There  is  a fixed 
pain  in  the  kidney,  which  is  propagated  to  the 
genitals ; ftools  afford  prefent  relief  in  other 
colics,  but  not  in  this ; after  eating,  the  pain 
is  increafed  in  others,  but  lelfened  in  this  j 
in  others,  the  urine  is  thicker  in  the  begin- 

.niag  ' 
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ning  than  afterwards,  but  in  this,  it  is  at  lir/l 
clear  and  thin,  and  afterwards  lets  fall  gravel, 
or  other  fediment. 

Treatment.  Turpentine  clyfters  are  given 
with  good  effect  ; the  pil.  fapon-.  or  other  ne- 
phritic anodyne  ; care  being  alfo  taken  to  keep 
the  body  open.  But  for  more  on  this  head, 
fee  the  article  STONE. 

COLIC  Wind. 

Symptoms^  A wandering  pain  in  the  bowels, 
with  rumblings,  which  abate  on  the  expul- 
fion  of  air ; the  pain  is  not  increafed  by  pref- 
fure  ; thirft  not  extraordinary ; and  the  pulfe 
but  little  difturbed. 

Treatment.  B'leed,  if  the  patient  can  bear 
it ; ftools  muft  be  procured  by  faline  or  other 
cathartics,  and  emollient  clyAefs ; previous  ta 
which)  an  emetic  may  alfo  be  given  if  judged 
necelTary ; and  fomentatiohs,  or  bladders  of 
hot  water  may  be  applied  to  the  belly ; as 
may  likewife  anodyne)  fpirituous,  and  aro- 
matic embrocations,  as  half.  anod.  cuhi  ol. 
menth.  or  the  like.  A paflage  being  procured, 
carminatives  joined  vAth  opium  may  be  ad- 
tniniftred  ; as  philon.  Lond.  or  the  lij^e.  •

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Treatment.  Small  repeated  bleedings;  blif- 
ters  kept  open,  and  fetons ; gum  ammon. 
myrrh,  or  ball'.  Peruv.  with  nitre,  and  elix. 
parcg.  or  pil.  e ftyrac  at  night ; decoft.  cort. 
may  be  given  twice  a day  with  good  efFeft. 
While  tubercles  are  forming,  with  fever  and 
inflammation,  avoid  heating  medicines,  and 
give  cooling  febrifuges  ; if  little  or  no  fever, 
chalybeates  are  very  efficacious ; in  fpitting  of 
blood,  bleed  and  give  timft.  rofar.  tindl.  lly- 
pic,  or  the  like,  and  keep  the  body  gently 
•open.  For  fweats,  give  elix.  vicr,  acid,  or 
if  that  difagrees,  the  pearl  julep  ; very  gentle 
vomits  of  ipecacuanha  may  be  given  twice  a 
week,  if  nothing  forbids,  to  promote  expec- 
toration ; change  of  air  and  gentle  exercife  are 
good  ; the  diet  ffiould  be  light,  mild,  and 
nutritive;  as  jellies,  broths,  milk,  butter- 
milk, &c.  Dr.  Simmons’s  excellent  treatife 

on  this  fubjeft  may  be  confulted.

vous and  antifpafmodic  medicines,  as  afia- 
’ feetida,  caftor,  camphire,  mufic,  volatile  falts, 
■with  opium,  if  necelTary.  If  the  bowels  are 
convull'edj  opium  may  be  added  to  the  clyHers 
alfo.  The  parts  may  be  rubbed  externally 
with  balf.  anod,  and  lin.  vol.  or  other  warm 
anodyne  embrocation  : free  air  fliould  be  al- 
lowed to  the  patient. 

In  children,  this  complaint  often  proceeds  from 
an  acid  in  the  priraa  via;  magnefia  is  then 
proper.

Sometimes  a purging  is  an  effort  of  nature,  to 
relieve  the  conffitution  from  olFending  matters, 
or  it  is  critical.  You  muff  be  careful  to  diiUn- 
guifli  in  thefe  caufes,  as  checking  the  purg- 
ing may  be  followed  by  a fever,  or  other  bad . 
confequences. 

In  diarrhoeas,  vegetable  and  aceffent  diet  fhould 
be  refrained  from  ; dccoft.  alb.  is  belt  for 
common  drink,  and  rice  victuals  for  food. . 
When  purgings  proceed  from  a putrefcent. 
caufe,  ripe  fruits  and  antifeptics  are  proper./

In  common  dropfies  the  legs  ufually  fwell,  and  a 
dent  or  pit  remains  for  fome  time  after  prefling 
the  flelh  with  the  finger  ; the  appetite  abates ; 
the  face  either  bloats  or  becomes  thin  and  pale  ;• 
little  urine  is  made ; thirli,  flow  fever,  fliort- 
nefs  of  breath,  laflitude  and  heavinefs ; thefe 

. fymptoms  obtain  efpecially  in  the  anafarca 

» 

and  afeites.  In  the  hydrocephalus,  convol- 
fions,  fquinting,  Ihunning  the  light,  opening 
of  the  futures,  and  vomiting  of  bile,  commonly 
attend,  efpecially  if  the  difeafe  be  far  ad- 
vanced. 

Treatment.  In  the  Anafarca  and  A/cites, 

■ purges  with  jalap,  fcamraony,  calomel,  gam- 
boge, elaterium,  or  the  like,  twice  or  thrice 
a week.  Tinft.  cupiri,  tindl.  cantharid.  fal 
diuretic,  or  fal  abflnth.  with  bitter  infufion. 
Emetics  and  fudorifics,  blifters  and  fcarifica- 
tions,  preferibed  with  due  caution,  have  often 
good  efleft,  otherwife,  they  may  do  harm: 
Bark  may  be  given  if  the  ftrength  flags,  or  con- 
fumptive  fymptoms  appear.  Weak  liquids  of 
all  kinds  ufed  to  be  avoided,  but  are  now 

allowed 
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allowed  freely'  with  fuccefs,  efpecially  after 
the  draftic  purges.  In  this  complaint  bread 
is  generally  ordered  to  be  toalled,  and  flelh 

■ to  be  baked,  roafted,  or  broiled.  Smoking 
is  of  great  ufe,  and  muftard  feeds  taken  whole 
have  often  good  efleft. 

If  the  diforder  arifeth  from  the  too  copious  ufe 
of  weak  liquids,  or  obftrufted  perfpiration, 
fudorifics  are  much  to  be  depended  upon.  If 
from  drunkennefs,  riding  on  horfeback  and 
the  ufe  of  wine,  or  rather  geneva  diluted  with 
water,  in  moderate  quantity,  will  be  ufeful. 
If  from  a confumptive  tendency,  diuretics, 
joined  with  corroborants.  If  after  great  lofs 
of  blood,  or  from  tedious  fevers,  cathartics 
Ihould  not  be  ufed  too  freely,  but  chalybeate 
bitters  Ihould  be  chiefly  relied  on.  In  the 
Jf cites,  tapping  muft  be  performed,  if  the 
methods  above  recommended  fail. 

In  Dropjy  of  the  breaf,  diuretics  are  chiefly  to 
be  employed,  cathartics  only  occafionally. 
B lifters  applied  below  the  breaft,  and  even  on 
the  thighs  or  legs,  and  kept  ©pen,  are  alfo 
very  effeftual. 

In  the  Hydrocephalus  internus,  a falivation  ex- 
cited by  mercury  has  of  late  been  recom- 
^ mended ; purges  may  be  given,  and  medicines 

of 
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of  the  carminative  and  antifpafmodic  kind. 
Blillers,  fetons^  and  iflues  fhould  alfo  be  pre- 
fer ibed.' 

In  tlie  Dropfy  of  the  -ivo/nb,  emetics,  ftimulating 
clyfters,  and  occafionally,  cathartics ; diuretic, 
attenuant,  and  refolvent  medicines  fliould  be 
given  ; and  fomentations  and  vapour  baths 
advifed. 

Jn  the  Hydrocele,  let  out  the  water  with  the 
trocar  at  the  bottom  part  of  the  ferotum ; but 
when  water  is  contained  in  the  cellular  mem- 
brane, treat  it  as  an  Anafarca.

An  enlargement  of  the  cavity  of 
the  thorax,  and  cedematous  foulnefs  of  the 
Ikin,  and  flelh  of  one  fide  thereof;  dry  cough, 
and  difficult  breathing  : It  arifeth  from  mat- 
ter formed,  and  lying  loofe  in  the  thorax. 

Treatment,  maybe  much  like  that  prefcribed 
in  the  Vomica.  Medicines  which  promote 
abforption,  and  blillers  may  alfo  be  ufeful.

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But  letting  out  the  matter,  where  it  can  con- 
veniently be  done,  is  the  bell  cure.

Diuretic,  ad  libitum. 

ep'ilepsy. 

Symptoms.  Languid  pulfe,  pale  countenance, 
and  afterwards  great  pain  in  the  head,  with 
ftupor  and  drowlinefs,  fometimes  precede  the 
fit;  though  often  it  comes  on  without  thefe 
previous  fymptoms.  The  patient  falls  down 
fuddenly,  gnaflies  the  teeth,  froths  at  the 
mouth,  ufes  many  difagreeable  gefticulations 
and  diftorfions,  and  fometimes  difcharges  invo- 
luntarily by  ftool  and  urine. 

Treatment.  If  the  veflels  are  full,  bleed  ^ 
emetics  and  laxatives  are  proper  ; warm,  ner- 
vous, and  attenuating  remedies,  as  caftor, 
valerian,  aflafcetida,  cinnabar,  vifcus  quarc. 
ol.  animal,  fal  c.  c.  &c.  fhould  be  direfted. 
B lifters  kept  open,  and  fetons  are  very  fer- 
viceable  ; flowers  of  zinc  have  fucceeded  well, 
a ‘grain  or  two  at  a dofe  once  or  twice  a day.- 
To  reftore  the  ftrength  and  prevent  returns, 
the’  bark,  or  other  corroborant,  and  the,cold 
bath,  with  proper  diet,  air,  and  exercife. 


E'  R Y S I P E- 
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ERYSIPELAS.. 

Symptoms.  The  ufual  preciirfory  fymptoms 
of  a fever  ; the  face,  or  other  parts  affected, 
inflamed ; with  fcurf,  pimples,  and  bJifters  j 
heat,  rednefs,  itching  and  fmarting  ; drow- 
finefs  and  diiiiculty  of  breathing  commonly 
attend. 

Treatment.  Bleed,  and  give  proper  leni- 
tives, and  cooling  diaphoretic  febrifuges. 

^ Bliders,  and  cordial  fudorifics,  as  camphire, 
contrayerva,  &c.  if  low  pulfe  and  malignancy 
require.  The  parts  may  be  bathed  with  foften- 
ing  fomentations,  milk,  &c.

has  been  found  ufeful.  Borax,  alum,  or  Ipt. 
vitriol,  when  mixed  in  fmall  quantity  with 
honey,  are  good  to  touch  the  apthse  with.

FEVER  Eryjipelatous.  See  Eryjtpelas, 

FEVER  Inflammatory, 

Symptoms.  Shivering,  followed  by  heat,  and 
quick  pulfe ; naufea,  anxiety,  reltlelTnefs, 

white 
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white  and  dry  tongue,  thirft,  and  fometlmcs 
pain  in  the  head  and  back. 

Treatment.  If  there  be  fulnefs  of  velTels, 
bleed  ; give  proper  laxatives,  and  if  the  fto- 
mach  be  foul,  an  emetic  ; fallne  febrifuges, 
with  fmall  dofes  of  vin.  antim.  or  tart,  emetic, 
and  if  diaphorefis  be  wanted,  add  contrayerva. 
If  delirious,  blifter,  and  give  julep  e camph. 
If  colliquatii’e f^eats,  the  decoft.  cort.  with 
or  without  elix.  vitriol.  If  Jpafm  and  catch- 
ing  of  the  tendons,  with  low  pulfe,  blifter  the 
arms  and  legs,  and  apply  ftimulating  plaifters 
to  the  feet,  firft  bathing  them  with  warm 
water.  If  hiccups,  jul.  e mofch. 

While  the  pulfe  is  high,  and  inflammatory  fymp- 
toms  continue,  the  antiphlogiftic  treatment, 

* cooling  febrifuges,  acids,  and  gentle  aperients 
are  proper.  But  care  muft  be  taken  not  to 
^ ^ bring  the  patient  too  low,  elfe  he  w’ill  want 
ftrength  to  carry  him  through  the  difeafe. 
Gentle  opiates  may  be  ordered  at  night  occa- 
fionally  in  cafe  of  reftleflhefs.  If  the  pulfe 
finks,  he  ftiould  be  fupported  with  proper 
cordials.  Coftivenefs  Ihould  be  avoided,  and 
even  a purging  ftipuld  be  checked  with  cau- 
tion, being  generally  either  critical,  or  at 
3 leaft 
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leaft  falutary.  The  prefent  and  paft  fymp- 
toras  compared,  will  bell  direft  the  treatment 
in  fevers.  Diluting  acidulated  liquids  are 
proper  j the  food  may  be  panada,  gruels, 
puddings,  and  chicken  broth,  with  bread, 
but  no  fielh.  Food  or  liquids  particularly 
longed  for  Ihould  be  given.  Care  fhould  be 
taken  to  avoid  too  great  heat  and  impure  air. 

FEVER  Intermittent . See  Ague, 

FEVER  Miliary, 
Symptoms.  Shivering,  heat,  lownefs  of  fpirits, 
oppreflion  about  the  prascordia,  fighing.  On 
the  third  or  fourth  day  the  eruption  (preceded 
by  profnfe  fweat  of  a fourifh  fmell,  with  ting- 
ling or  pricking  fenfation)  appears,  chiefly  on 
the  neck,  breaft,  and  back  ; of  little  bladders 
refembling  millet  feeds,  (from  whence  the 
fever  is  denominated)  which  are  either  whit? 
or  red,  according  to  the  colour  of  the  liquid 
they  contain,  and  fometimes  both  forts.  The 
eruption-being  out,  the  fymptoms  ufually  abate ; 
the  urine,  which  before  was  p^le,  becomes 
higher  coloured.  The  eruptions  commonly  dry 
in  about  feven  days,  and  the  Ikin  peels  off. 
Treatment.  Bleed,  if  nothing  forbids;  and 
. give 
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give  faline  febrifuges,  accompanied  with  lax- 
atives and  diaphoretics,  as  the  fymptoms  may 
require.  If  delirium  appears,  bliller ; if  low 
nervous  fymptoms,  give  proper  cordials  j if 
putrid  ones  and  petechias,  the  bark  ; if  aph- 
thte,  gargles  with  tinft.  myrrh,  tindl.  rofar. 
mel.  or  the  like.  Acidulated  liquids,  fruit, 
Ihould  be  given  in  this  difeafe,  the  air 
kept  pure,  and  the  room  not  too  hot. 

FEVER  M//L 
It  arifeth  about  the  third  or  fourth  day  after 
delivery,  with  fvvelling  of  the  breails,  and 
pain  Ihooting  towards  the  axillae ; the  breaks 
fometimes  are  hard,  hot,  and  inflamed ; gene- 
rally continues  a day  or  too,  then  terminates 
in  copious  fweats  and  difcharge  of  urine. 
^Treatment.  Bleed,  if  the  inflammation  be 
great ; keep  the  body  open,  and  let  the  breaks 
be  frequently  drawn.  In  cafe  of  hardnefs  or 
inflammation,  emollient  fomentations  and 
poultices. 

•FEVERS  mixed. 

Are  thofe  wherein  the  fymptoms  of  inflanimator)', 
nervous,  putrid,  and  other  fevers,  are  more 
or  lefs  blended  together  ; and  muk  therefore 

te  treated  according  to  their  appearances. 

FEVER 
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FEVER  puerperal, 
Symptoms.  Begins  in  two  or  three  days  after 
delivery,  with  the  ufual  febrile  fyniptoms  ; 
and  arifeth  from  an  inflammation  of  the  omen- 
tum and  inteftines  ; pain  in  the  fore  part  of 
the  head,  flulhing  in  the  face,  Ihort  breath, 
fupprefiion  of  the  lochia. 

Treatment.  In  cafe  of  coflivenefs,  emol- 
lient glyfters  ; and  if  neceflary,  gentle  cathar- 
tics; then  mild  diaphoretics,  as  faline  draughts 
with  vin.  antim.  and  proper  diluents. 

FEVER,  putrid  ox  vialignant, 

; Symptoms.  A giddinefs  precedes  the  attack; 
then  burning  heat,  fudden  lofs  of  ftrength, 
heavinefs,  lownefs  of  fpirits,  watching,  pulfe 
weak,  low,  and  unequal ; anxiety,  oppreflion 
at  the  prjEcordia,  naufea,  vomiting,  noife  in 
the  ears,  delirium,  coma,  catching  of  the 
tendons,  a black  dry  tongue,  and  thin  crude 
urine.  Petechias  often  appear  on  the  fourth, 
fifth,  and  feventh  days, 

■Treatment.  Avoid  bleeding,  unlefs  the  pulfe 
indicates  its  neceflity;  give  fmall  dofes  of 
tart.  emet.  or  pul^. ' jacobin  with  julep  e 
camph.  and  if  neceflary,  rhubarb,  or  other 
gentle  laxative  fliould  be  occalionally  inter- 
im pofed. 
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pofed.  Antlfeptics,  the  bark,  and  cordials 
are  proper ; as  are  alfo  blillers.  Opiates 
dhould  be  cautloufly  adminiftered,  and  purg- 
ings, unlefs  critical,  ihould  be  checked.  Si- 
napifms  to  the  feet  are  proper  in  cafe  of  llu- 
por  ; antifpafmodics  andjul.  e mofch.  in  cafe 
of  convulfive  fymptoms,  or  hiccups.  The 
liquids  drank  fhould  be  acidulated  ; fruit  may 
be  allowed,  as  may  alfo  wine  ; the  air  in  the 
room  fhould  be  kept  as  pure  as  poflible,  and 
not  too  warm  ; vinegar  fliould  be  fprinkled  on 
the  floor.  Picking  the  bed  clothes  in  this  dif- 
cafe  is  a bad  fymptom. 

FEVER  remittent,  (Simple.) 

iiyMPTOMS-  The  remittent  fevef  differs  from 
the  continual  and  intermittent,  in  that  after  a 
certain  number  of  hours  it  reniits,  or  abates, 
but  does  not  go  off.  It  is  alfo  called  the  au~ 
tumnal  remitting  Fever,  the  bilious  Fever,  the 
marjh  Fever,  and  the  camp  Fever. 

Ufually  comes  6n  fuddenly,  with  debility,  low- 
nefs  of  fpirits,  chlllinefs,  and  other  febrile 
fymptoms ; the  hands  tremble ; countenance 
pale  or  yellowifh ; flein  dry,  breathing  diffi- 
cult, and  pulfe  fmall  and  quick  ; great  naufea 
fucceeds.

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charge  of  it  by  ftool ; tongue  becomes  foul, 
delirium  follows,  moifture  on  the  face,  and 
at  length  on  the  other  parts,  when  the  remif- 
Jion  follows.  As  the  diforder  increafes  the 
remiffions  are  lefs,  and  at  length  fcarcely  per- 
ceptible ; the  mouth,  teeth,  and  lips,  covered 
with  a black  cruft  ; tongue  very  dry  and  ftiff, 
fo  that  the  patient’s  voice  can  hardly  be 
heard. 

Treatment.  Bleed  not  but  with  great  pre- 
caution ; an  emetic  is  fometimes  proper ; the 
body  ftiould  be  opened  if  neceftary ; then  give 
faline  febrifuges,  to  bring  on  regular  inter- 
miflions ; this  done,  prefcribe  the  bark  copi- 
oufly,  as  direfled  for  the  ague. 

FEVER,  fcarlet.  (Simple.) 

Symptoms.  fThe  ufual  precurfory  fymptoms 
of  a fever,  viz.  Shivering,  heat,  &c.  then  an 
efflorelcence  of  a fcarlet  colour  appears  all 
over  the  flcin,  but  does  not  rife  above  the  fur* 
face;  with  heat,  drynefs,  and  itching.  In 
three  or  four  days  it  difappears,  and  the  cuticle 
comes  off  in  branny  fcales. 

Treatment.  Cooling  faline  febrifuges,  with 
gentle  laxatives  and  diaphoretics,  if  necef- 
fary. 
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F E V E R,  fcarlet,  (Malignant) 
Symptoms.  Chillinefs,  languor,  ficknefs,  op- 
prelHon,  fucceeded  by  heat,  naufea,  vomiting, 

, lore  throat,  quick  pulfe,  and  difficult  breath- 
ing ; tfie  tonfils  inflamed  and  ulcerated.  On 
' the  third  day  the  efflorefcence  appears. 
Treatment.  Saline  febrifuges,  joined  occa- 
fionally  with  contrayerva,  or  other  gentle  di- 
aphoretic ; blillers  to  the  back  and  throat ; 
bleed  and  purge  with  great  caution.  If  cof- 
tivenefs,  cly iters  are  bell ; and  if  inflamma- 
tory fymptoms,  cupping  or  leeches ; if  a 
putrid  tendency  appears,  the  bark,  with  rad. 
ferp.  virg.  or  rattlefnake  root ; tindl.  theb. 
or  tindl.  cinnam.  may  be  added  if  it  purges  ; 
gargles  of  tinft.  myrrh,  tinft.  rofar.  mel,  fpt. 
falls,  or  the  like,  which  fhould  be  injefted 
' with  a fyringe.

nefs  in  the  back  part  of  the  head ; dro^vfinefs'i- 
Thefe  fymptoms  are  all  worfe  towards  night ; 
if  a delirium,  not  violent,  but  a muttering  tq 
themfelves  ; fometimes  miliary  eruptions  anc£ 
fweats  appear,  but  feldom  allord  relief.- 
Treatment.  Gentle  cordial  diaphoretics;) 
previous  to  which,  an  emetic,  if  nothing  for- 
bids. Coftivenefs  fhould  be  removed  by  gen^^ 
tie  laxatives ; bleeding  fhould  be  refrainedf 
from,  unlefs  urgent  fypmtoms  indicate  ; blif- 
ters ; if  an  intermilTion.  appears,  the  bark  ;; 
if  convulfions,  mufk  with  caflor  or  other  an- 
tifpafraodics ; if  aphthm,  gargles,  v/ith  tinfl. 
myrrh,  honey,  tinft.  rofar.  decoft.  cort.  alum,  or 
the  like  ; and  in  cafe  of  much  phlegm,  oxymer 
fcillit  or  ipecac,  to  bring  it  up.  Care  fhould 
be  taken  after  the  fever,  to  reflore  the  patient 
by  proper  nutritious  diet,  chalybeate  water^s, 
bark,  &c.

FRACTURES. 

Treatment.  Replace  the  ends  or  pieces  of 
the  bone  fo  as  to  be  in  their  natural  fituation  j 
and  keep  them  in  that  pofture  by  proper  corn- 
prelTes,  fplints,  bandages,  &c.  but  not  too 
tight ; and  vinegar  may  be  poured  on  them. 
If  there  be  great  inflammation  or  tumour, 
bleed,  and  ufe  other  proper  methods  to  re- 
move them  before  you  attempt  reduftion.  If 
there  be  loofe  fragments  or  fplinters  which 
hinder  the  extenlion  and  reduftion,  or  caufe 
irritation,  remove  them  by  proper  incifions, 
or  otherwife.  The  limb,  or  part,  muft  be 
kept  ftill ; proper  diet  muft  be  ordered ; the 
callus  will  be  formed  in  a month  or  two,  ac- 
cording to  the  bone  injured,  &c. 
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If  the  fraftiire  be  of  a defperate  kind,  or  mor- 
tification comes  on  which  cannot  be  got  under, 
amputation  is^  nccefiary  j the  joint  ihould  be 

• cautioufly  moved  at  times  to  prevent  ftiffnefs  j 
the  medical  treatment  fliould  be  regulated  ac- 
cording  to  the  fymptoms  that  arife. 

FUROR  UTERINUS. 

Symptoms.  Melancholy,  taciturnity,  rednefs  • 
of  the  face,  lafeivious  looks,  irregular  hyfteric 
fymptoms,  as  crying,  laughing,  &c.  and  at 
length,  an  immoderate  defire  of  coition,  ac- 
companied witli  libidinous  fpeeches  and  gef- 
tures.

liquids  ; anodynes  and  thin  diet.

Irregular^  when 
the  fits  are  uncertain  and  frequent,  when  the 
fymptoms  vary,  and  when  the  difeafe  attacks 
the  ftomach,  head,  or  other  internal  parts ; 
chiefly  affefts  the  membranes,  tendons,  and 
ligaments  ; the  pain  like  that  of  a diflocated 
bone,  with  a fenfation  as  if  warm  water  was 
poured  on  the  part,  fucceeded  by  chillinefs 
and  flight  fever  : a breathing  fweat  comes  on 
at  the  end  of  the  fit,  and  the  part  fwells  ; the 
fit  returns  at  intervals  till  the  gouty  matter 
is  fpent  \ the  longer  the  intervals,  the  more 
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fcverc  the  lit ; but  the  fymptoms  are  too  well 
known,  to  need  further  enumeration  in  a work 
of  this  nature. 

Treatment.  Cordials  are  bell  during  the  fit; 
the  body  fhould  not  be  collive ; opiates  may 
be  occafionally  given ; the  part  Ihould  be 
wrapt  in  flannel,  and  relaxing  or  other  topical 
applications,  as  the  cafe  may  require  ; a tem- 
perate diet,  exercife,  fridlion,  and  the  Bath 
waters  ; fome  have  ventured  to  bliller  the 
part  with  fuccefs.

HYDROPHOBIA. 

It  is  of  more  confequence  here  to  defcribc  the 
fymptoms  in  the  dog  than  thofeof  the  patient. 
We  may  know  the  dog  to  be  mad  by  his  dull 
heavy  look,  endeavouring  to  hide  himfelf ; 
feldom  or  ever  barking ; angry  and  fnarls'  at 
ft-r-angers,  but  fawns  on  his  owner  ; refufes  all 

•'  ■food,  droops,  hangs  down  his  ears  and  tail, 
and  often  lays  down  as  if  going,  to  fleep this 
is  the  firfl  fta^e. 

He  now  begins  to  breathe  quick  and  heavj^ 
fhoots  out  his  tongue.  Havers,  and  froths  a't 
the  mcyith  ; looks  half  afleep  ; flies . fuddenly 
at  byftanders  j runs  forward  in  a curve  line  ; 
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at  length  he  »knows  not  his  owner,  his  eyes 
become  thick  and  dim,  and  water  runs  fi-om 
them ; tongue  of  a lead  colour  ; grows  weak 
and  faint ; often  falls  down,  then  rifes,  and 
attempts  to  fly  at  fomething  ; grows  mad  and 
furious ; the  nearer  to  this  Hate,  the  more 
dangerous  the  bite. 

If  the  Hate  of  the  dog  cannot  be  obtained,  he 
may  be  known  to  have  been  mad,  or  the  dif- 
order  may  be  known  to  be  this  by  the  follow- 
ing effefts,  which  will  come  on  fooner  or  later : 
The  bitten  part  begins  to  be  jxiinful,  wander- 
ing pains  come  on  gradually,  with  heavinefs 
and  uneafmefs ; difturbed  fleep,  frightful 
dreams,  ftartings,  fpafms,  fighing,  anxiety, 
love  of  folitude ; pains  Ihoot  from  the  bitten 
part  up  to  the  throat,  with  ftraightnefs,  fen- 
fation  of  choaking,  and  horror  or  dread  at 
light  of  water  or  otlier  liquids,  which  is  a ftif- 
ficient  charadleriftic  of  the  difeafe. 

Treatment.  Cut  out  the  bitten  part  imme- 
diately, which  is  the  only  certain  cure : cup- 
ping-glafies  fliould  then  be  applied  ; cauterize 
and  walh  it  daily  with  fait  water,  or  ung.  c^rur. 
fort,  keeping  it  open  with  efcarotics ; bleed, 
if  the  velTels  be  full ; vomit  with  mere,  em'et. 

flav. 
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flav.  give  mofch.  gr.  xvi.  cinnabar  jffl  (to 
which  camphire  and  pil.  fapon.  ad  gr.  vii. 
may  be  added)  at  night,  and  a purge  the  next 
morning ; bathe  in  the  fea,  or  cold  bath,  and 
give  a fudorific ; repeat  thefe  for  a week  daily, 
and  three  or  four  times  at  the  next  full  and 
change  of  the  moon. 

Ung.  caerul.  mit.  applied  externally,  and  turbith 
mineral  given  inwardly,  fo  as  to  raife  a fali- 
vatlon  for  feveral  weeks,  are  faid  to  be  effica- 
cious. The  ufual  remedy  known  is  now  the 
Ormlkirk  medicine,  but  this  has  failed  in  a 
variety  of  cafes. 

HYPOCHONDRIASIS. 

Symptoms  are  generally  low  fplritednefs,  (the 
diforder  being  chiefly  in  the  imagination)  hea- 
vinefs,  oppreffion,  and  defpondency ; yet  at 
times  uncommon  chearfulnefs  and  flow  of 
fpirits ; timidity,  anxiety,  fear,  dread  of  dy- 
ing, Ihort  cough,  difficult  breath,  flatulency, 

pale  urine,  pains  in  the  head,  odd  fancies, 
Ipafms. 

Treatment.  Bark,  and  other  tonics;  ner- 
vous antifpafmodics  as  caftor,  valerian,  affa- 
fostida,  &c.  attenuants,  as  volatile  falls  and 
fpirits;  bitters  and  chalybeates  if  no  fever; 

emetics. 
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emetics,  aperients,  opiates,  iffues,  and  blif- 
ters  difcretionally ; the  cold  bath  and  chaly- 
beate waters,  food  light  and  eafy  of  digeftion^ 
chearful  company,  and  gentle  exercife^ 

V HYSTERIA 
In  women,  are  fimilar  to  the  hypochondriacs  in 
men,  but  ufually  more  violent,  and  attended 
with  convulfive  fits  ; which  ufually  come  on 
with  oppreflion  at  the  breaft,  difficult  breath- 
ing, a fenfe  of  fomething  rifing  in  the  throat, 
which  feems  to  threaten  fuffdcation ; convul- 
five motions ; frothing  at  the  mouth  j laughing, 
and  fometimes  crying.  May  be  known  from 
a mere  fyncope  by  the  pulfe  and  breathing 
continuing,  whereas  in  a fyncope  they  are  not 
perceptible  ; it  alfo  comes  on  gradually,  but 
a fyncope  more  fuddenly ; in  that,  the  fit  is 
of  Ihort  continuance,  in  this,  ufually  much 
longer  ; with  a colour  in  the  face,  which  is 
not  the  cafe  in  a fyncope. 

Treatment  of  the  diforder  itfelf,  as  in  thel^y- 
pochondriaca.  In  the  fit  volatile  foetids,  finged 
feathers,  &c.  may  be  applied  to  the  noftrils ; 
and  cold  water  and  volatile  fostids  given. 
The  feet  and  legs  may  be  placed  in  warm 
water  ; the  pure  cold  air  ffiould  be  freely  ad- 
mitted ; 
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mitted  ; cold  water  may  be  fprinkled  on  die 
face  and  bread: ; and  if  a plethora  be  indi- 
cated, bleed  ; otherwife  cautioufly  avoid  it. 
In  this  difeafe,  particular  attention  Ihould  be 
given  to  the  ftate  of  the  menfes,  &c. 

This  difeafe  appears  often  under  a variety  of 
forms ; for  a more  particular  account  than 
can  here  be  given,  Sydenham,  and  other  au- 
thors may  be  confulted.

and  fmall ; tongue  black  and  dry,  urine  thin 
and  tranfparent,  fudden  ftartings,  picking  the 
bed  clothes.  Known  from  a common  fever, 
&c.  by  the  delirium  preceding  the  fever. 

Treatment.  Bleed  largely  ; llimulating  clyf- 
ters,  blifters,  the  pediluvium,  andfmapifms  to 
the  feet ; fpirituous  embrocations  to  the  head, 
firft  lhaved.  Nitre,  fal  c.  c.  or  other  attenu- 

ants. 
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ants,  purges,  and  diluents  ; promoting  the 
hcemorroidal  flux  is  of  great  ufe.

PLAGUE. 

Symptoms.  Shivering ; pain  in  the  head, 
back,  and  llomach  ; ficknefs  and  vomiting ;

wildnefs  of  countenance,  high  fever,  faint- 
ings,  hiccups,  and  catching  of  the  tendons. 
Tumours  at  length  appear  in  the  groin,  arm- 
pits,  or  behind  the  ears  ; and  then  the  fever 
abates,  but  returns  if  the  tumours  fink.  Foetid 
breath  and  fweat ; livid  fpots,  fometimes 
broad,  and  fuddenly  dilappearing.  Carbun- 
cles arife  in  the  worft  ftate  of  the  difeafe, 

which 
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which  fcklom  fuppurate  kindly,  but  appear 
as  red  fiery  circles  ; are  fmall  tumours  with 
corrupted  flelh  underneath,  and  are  attended 
with  great  itching.  The  fymptoms,  however, 
vary  according  to  the  conditution  and  date  of 
the  air,  but  thefe  are  the  mod  general. 

Treatment.  The  tumours  are  critical,  and 
fliould  be  encouraged  by  ripening  cataplafms 
and  proper  cordials  ; the  carbuncles  Ihould 
be  poulticed  with  cataplafm  e cymino,  or  the 
like  j and  if  they  appear  gangrenous,  fcarify, 
and  drefs  them  with  ol.  terebinth,  and  hot 
digedives,  as  in  Mortifications. 

The  difeafe  itfelf  Ihould  be  treated  with  diapho- 
retics, antifeptics,  cordials,  antiphlogidics, 
or  other  remedies,  according  to  the  fymptoms  ; 
but  in  general,  camphire,  nitre,  fnakeroot, 
and  bark,  &c  an  emetic  being  fird  given, 
feem  mod  eligible  in  this  dreadful  diforder. 

iV.  B.  The  vapour  generated  by  nitre,  efpe- 
cially'if  the  deflagration  be  made  with  odori- 
ferous ingredients,  is  faid  to  prevent  inte£lion.

They  rife  like  the  fmall 
pox,  but  may  be  known  from  them  by  the 
matter  being  more  like  water  than  pus,  by 
little  veficles,  or  bladders  filled  with  water, 
on  the  top  of  fuch  puftules  as  are  whole  ; and 
by  their  turning  about  the  fifth  day ; which 
the  fmall  pox  does  not  till  at  lead  the  feventh  j 
and  they  leave  no  marks  behind  them. 

Treatment.  Cooling  febrifuges,  as  nitre, 
with  magnefia,  antimonials,  pulv.  contray. 
and  faline  draughts,  &c.  and  diluents  ; and 
afterwards  two  or  three  purges.

turn. N.  B.  Muftard  has  been  effeftual, 
taken  inwardly,  and  rubbed  into  the  part.

SCURVY. 

Symptoms.  Heavinefs,  laflitude,  low  fpirits, 

oflenfiye 
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offenfive  breath,  tender  gums,  fallow,  bloated 
countenance,  hemorrhages  from  the  nofe  and 
mouth,  difficult  breathing,  fwelling  of  the  legs, 
yellow,  purple,  or  livid  {pots  on  the  Ikin  ; 
tumours  in  the  limbs ; contraftion  of  the  ten- 
dons of  the  ham  ; other  fymptoms  occur,  but 
they  differ  in  different  fubjedls,  as  do  like- 
wife  thofe  above-mentioned  ; and  the  difeafe 
is  in  general  fufficaently  known.  It  is  how-, 
ever,  diftinguilhed  into  Sea  and  Land  Scur-vy. 

Treatment.  In  the  Sea  Scurfy,  the  juices 
are  difpofed  to  putridity  from  the  ufe  of  ani- 
mal food,  and  moift  air  y aritifeptics  therefore 
will  be  proper,  as  vegetables,  vegetable  acids, 
fruit,  cyder,  &c.  Infufion  of  malt,  in  defeiil 
of  thefe,  or  liquors  made  of  molaffes  or  fugai-- 
Eark,  and  elix.  vitr.  acid.  good.  Liquids 
impregnated  with  fixed  air  for  cpmmoa  drink, 
and  wholefome  air.  • : 

The  Land  Scurvy,  (improperly  fo  called)  is 
rather  a cutaneous  difeafe ; fcurfy  or  fcabby 
eruptions  appear,  either  partially,  or  more 
univerfally  ; often  with  itching  and  heat. 

The  antimonial  alteratives, . with  gentle  mercu.- 
rials,  are  often  efficacious  ; aq.  calcis  c.  fucc. 
fcorbutic,  or  the  like,  may  be  ufcd  with  them.

Symptoms.  Chillinefs,  fhivering,  heat,  pain  > 
in  the  head  and  back,  ficknefs  and  pain  at 
the  ftomach,  and  fometimes  vomiting  ; fever, 
coftivenefs,  convulfive  fits  fometimes  iri  chil-  • 
dren,  which  is  a good  fymptom.  On  the 
third  or  fourth  day  the  eruption  appears,  like 
flea-bites,  in  the  face,  breaft,  arms,  body, , 
and  feet  fucceifively ; pains  and  forenefs  in  the 
throat.  The  eruption  bdng  comple'ated,  the 
fever  goes  off  or  abates.  The  eruptions  fill,  - 
or  maturate  like,  boils,  and  the  Ikin  between 
themisalfo  red  j the  eye-lids,  face,  hands,  and 
feet,  fwell  fucceflivelyi-;  the  pocks  from  red, 
grow.whitifli  and  fmooth  in  the  body,  and 
yellow  and  rough  in  the  face,  full  of  a white 
matter.  . About  the  feventh  day  from  the 
eruption,  (fometimes  the  ninth)  they  dry,  or 
ttarn  as.it  is  called,,  and  fcale  off,  leaving  red 
marks,  and  fometimes  pits  behind.  . 

Treatment.  . If  the  pulfe  be  full  and  llrong 
at  the  beginning,  bleed  ; and  if  neceflary,  or 
the  period  be  lufficiently  early,  purge,  and 
give  an  emetic.  During  the  eruptive  fever,  . 
cooling  febrifuges,  with  laxatives,  or  clyfteri 
eccafionally ; but  if  the  fymptoms  require  it 
F 6 (a» 
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(as  low  pulfe,  &c.)  gentle  cordials  and  diapho- 
retics. After  the  eruption,  little  is  generally 
required  but  a gentle  anodyne  at  night,  pro- 
per diluents,  and  if  neceffary,  opening  clyllers,. 
&c.  If  purging  comes  on,  check  it  with  cau- 
tion ; if  delirium  or  fever,  apply  blifters  ; and 
if  the  pock  finks,  give  bark,  with  proper  di- 
aphoretics and  cordials  j efpecially  if  malig- 
nant or  putrid  fymptoms,  or  petechia  appear. 
Spt.  vitrioli  dulcis  is  alfo  good  in  thefe  cafes,, 
as  are  fmapifms  to  the  feet. 

In  the  confluent  kind,  all  the  fymptoms  are  worfe 
than  in  the  diflinSi.  The  eruption  makes  its 
appearance  a day  or  two  later,  and  does  not 
come  to  its  height  till  the  eleventh  or  four- 
teenth day  after  ; the  fever  alfo  continues  after, 
the  eruption  appears,  and  a falivation  comeS 
on,  which  muft  by  no  means  be  checked... 
The  patient  requires  to  be  fupported  more  in 
this  cafe  than  in  the  other;  care,  however, 
muft  be  taken  in  both  kinds  to  avoid  too  much 
heat,  or  a heating  regimen ; and  pure,  and 
even  cool  air,  where  no  objedlion  appears,  is 
falutary.  If  the  puftules  are  opened,  and  the 
matter  let  out,  fo  much  the  better  ;■  efpecially 
if  danger  of  their  finking  or  ftriking  in  appears. 
Purging  is  efteemed  proper  after  tius  difeafe. 
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To  inoculate  for  the  Small-Pox,  take  a little  mat- 
ter from  a pullule,  after  the  eruptive  fever, 
on  the  point  of  a lancet,  and  infert  it  in  the 
arm  (by  making  a fmall  pundure  or  two)  be- 
tween the  true  and  fcarf  Ikin,  which  may 
afterwards  be  prcffed  down  with  the  flat  fide 
of  the  lancet.  Three  or  four  days  afterwards 
the  punftures  appear  inflamed  ; in  about  three 
days  more  the  precurfory  fymptoms  come  on, 
and  at  length  the  eruption. 

Previous  to  the  inoculation,  a mercurial  purge 
or  two  may  be  adminiflered,  if  the  patient  is 
of  a full  or  grofs  habit ; and  he  Ihould  alfo 
be  reftrained  to  a milk  and  farinaceous  or  vegeta- 
able  diet,  avoiding  efpecially  high  feafoned 
food.  It  is  found  beft  to  keep  him  out  of  bed, 
and  even  now  and  then  in  the  cold  air.  The 
fymptoms  are  generally  fo  favourable,  that  little 
afliftance  is  required  from  medicine,  except  a few 
mercurial  purges  after  the  diforder  goes  off.

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X.  to  XXX.  or  Ix.  drops  in  veal  broth  twice  in 
a day.  Soap,  oyfter-lliells,  and  lime-water  are 
alfo  good ; and  in  fome  cafes,  the  fal  vol.  c.  c. 
or  fpt.  fal  marin.  Water  impregnated  with 
fixed  air,  has  been  found  a folvent  in  fome 
cafes  ; as  hath  alfo  fpt.  nitr.  dulcis,  the  fol. 
uvras  urfi,  the  live  millipedes,  and  decoftion, 
or  oil  of  juniper.  In  violent  fits  of  the  dif- 
order,  the  femicupium  is  good  ; and  clyfters 
with  Venice  turpentine,  or  fpirit  of  turpen- 
tine, and  opium.  In  naufea  and  vomiting, 
the  faline  draughts,  with  tindl.  theb.  and  care 
Ihould  be  taken  to  keep  the  body  properly 
open  with  cathartics  of  the  cooling  faline  kind, 
or  rather  with  manna,  ol.  ricini.  and  inf. 
fennae,  or  other  mild  purge.  Emulf.  com.  de- 
coft.  rad.  alth.  or  the  like,  may  be  ufed  freely 
as  common  drink.  (See  alfo  Colic.)

A wafting  of  the  whole  body, 
attended  with  fever,  but  no  fpitting  nor  cough, 
by  which  it  is  known  from  a Phthyjis,  A col- 
ledlion  of  matter  in  fome  part  of  the  body  is 
ufually  the  caufe,  but  particularly  attends  the 
inflammation  of  a fchirrous  gland. 

Treatment.  If  it  arifes  from  fchirrous  liver, 
foap,  and  mild  chalybeates.  If  the  fchirrus, 
or  abfcefs  be  external,  open  or  extirpate.  The 
bark  is  often  proper  in  thefe_cafes,  as  is  alfo 
myrrh  with  nitre.  The  body  muft  be  kept 
properly  open  ; but  purgings  ftiould  be  check- 
ed. Gentle  exercife,  wholefome  air,  and  pro- 
per mild  diet,  with  the  ufe  of  afles  milk,  and 
the  like,  are  often  of  much  fervice.

TEST  ICLES  infiamed. 

Treatment.  Bleed,  purge,  and  even  vomit,,  if 
necelTary,  in  order  to  caufe  revullion.  Warm 
emollient  fomentations  and  poultices  are  ufually 
recommended;  but  Dr.  Simmons,  in  his  inge- 
nious praftical  treatife  on  the  Gonorrhcea,  re- 
commends cold  applications  to  the  part,  as  be- 
ing much  more  efficacious.

The  warm  bath, 
emollient  fomentations  and  fpirituous  embro- 
cations to  the  parts.  Sal  c.  c.  and  the  nervous 
medicines  are  good  ; and  clyfters  with  turpen- 
tine and  opium.  After  the  diforder,  give  bark, 
or  other  reftoratives. 

TETTERS. 

Treatment.  They  may  be  touched  with  ink, 
a weak  folution  of  green  or  white  vitriol,  facch.

proper  aperients.  The  belly  Ihould  be  fre- 
quently rubbed,  and  fwathed  with  flannel, 
Exercife  is  good ; gentle  corroborants,  as  flor. 
chamaem,  with  fmall  dofes  of  chalybeates 
joined  with  aromatics,  are  alfo  very  proper.

Symptoms.  A few  days  after  an  impure  coition, 
a titillation  about  the  glans  penis ; heat  and 
pricking  pain  in  making  water ; then  a difcharge 
of  matter  from  the  urethra,  at  firfl:  whitifli,  and 
in  fmall  quantity  ; afterwards  yellow  or  green, 
or  even  reddifli,  and  more  copious.  If  it  be 
fulfered  to  proceed,  inflammation  and  excori- 
xation  follow ; painful  ereftion  or  chordee. 

Some- 
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Sometimes  phymofis  (or  an  inability  of  draw- 
ing the  &in  back  over  the  glans,)  paraphy- 
mofis,  (or  an  inability  of  drawing  the  Ikin 
forward  fo  as  to  cover  the  glans,)  fwelling  of 
the  tefticles,  chancres,  buboes,  fcabby  erup- 
tions, nofturnal  pains,  nodes,  carious  bones, 
ulcers  in  the  throat  and  nofe,  &c. 

Treatment.  In  the  beginning,  bleed,-  if 
nothing  forbids ; and  give  a cooling  purge, 
a fmall  dofe  of  calomel,  mere,  calcinat.  pr 
other  proper  mercurial,  every  night  ; and 
nitre;  with  gum  arabic  and  fome  g<’.nt!e  leni- 
tive, feveral  times  in  the  day ; repeating  the 
purge  occahonally.  If  thefe  are  not  judged 
fufficient,  a fmall  quantity  of  ung.  c^rul.  fort, 
may  be  rubbed  into  the  thigh  or  leg  every 
night.  The  parts  fliould  be  kept  clean  by 
wafliing  them  with  warm  milk  and  water. 
This  courfe  fhould  bepei-fifled  in  till  the  viru- 
lence is  fubdued,  afterwards  a few  cooling 
purges  ; and  balf.  capaiv.  with  allringent,  or 
other  injeiflions,  if  gleet  or  ulcer  remain,  will 
ufually  be  fufficient. 

Buboes  are  generally  advifed  to  be  difperfed  with 
ung.  csrul.  fort,  but  if  . they  are  advanced, 
they  fhould  be  brought  forward  by  proper  fup- 
puratives;  opened  and  digefled  thoi-oughly  off, 

■ which  is  ufually  attended  with  the  moll  fala- 
G 3 tary 
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tary  effects.  Abfceffes  in  perinaso,  fliould,  if 
poflible,  be  difperfed. 

Chancres  may  be  anointed  with  ung.  ca:rul  fort, 
after  wafhing  them  with  .aq.  phagedenic.  For 
the  Hernia  Humoralis  fee  Tejiicles,  fee  alfb 
Phymojis, 

When  the  diforder  is  a conjirmed  Lues,  we  fhould 
either  falivate,  or  at  leafl;  keep  the  blood  for 
fomc  time  highly  charged  with  mercury ; for 
either  of  which  purpofes  calomel,  or  mere, 
calcinat.  &c.  fliould  be  given  inwardly  ; and 
3 IT.  or  3j.  of  ung.  caerul.  fort,  rubbed  every 
night  into  the  thighs.  In  ffiort,  the  whole 
dependence  muff  be  on  mercury  for  deftroying 
the  virulency,  other  remedies  being  only  had 
recourfe  to  occafionaily,  according  to  the  fymp- 
toms  that  arife.  Thus,  inflammatory  fymp- 
toms  are  to  be  removed  by  bleeding,  purging, 
or  other  proper  medicines  j ulcers,  abfeefles, 
&c.  fliould  be  treated  as  required  in  fuch  cafes; 
but  the  difeafe  which  is  the  caufe  of  thefe 
fliould  be  principally  attended  to,  and  when 
that  is  fubdued  by  a proper  mercurial  courfe, 
the  other  fymptoms  will  either  difappear,  or 
may  be  removed  by  requifite  methods.  A 
Gleet,  for  example,  will  fometimes  remain 
after  the  diforder  is  cured  ; and  muft  be  treated 
with  corroborants,  and,  if  neceflary,  aftringent 

injeftions; 
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injedlions  ; the  cold  bath,  and  a llrengthening 
diet.

Drefs  them  with  proper  digeft- 
ives,  and  if  they  are  fungous,  apply  an  efca- 
rotic;  if  foul,  mix  red  precipitate  with  the 
digeftive,  or  ufe  the  mel.  .^gyptiacum,  or 
tinft.  myrrhae  ; or  elfe  waOi  with  aq.  phage- 
daen.  or  the  like.

If  callous,  cut  or  eat  away 
the  callofity.  If  the  bone  be  carious,  either 
fcrape  it,  or  make  fmall  perforations  to  promote 
exfoliation  ; or  drefs  with  lint,  either  dry,  or 
wetted  with  tinft.  myrrhae.  If  humours  abound, 
give  proper  alteratives  and  purges  ; and  if 
putridity  appears,  the  bark  and  elixir  of 
vitriol. 

V O M I C A,  or  Abfcefs  in  the  Lungs. 

Symptoms.  It  is  fometimes  a confequence  of 
pleurify;  cough,  difficult  breathing,  even  after, 
the  pain  which  preceded  it  goes  off;  flightlhiver- 
ings,  followed  by  heat  ; a quick  weak  pnlfe  ; 
hedlic  fever  ; walling  of  the  body  ; the  patient 
cannot  lie  down  but  on  the  lide  affedled. 

Treat- 
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Trsatment.  Gentle  medicines  of  the  tur- 
pentine kind,  balfemics  and  diuretics,  fleams 
of  hot  water,  with  half.  Tolu,  benzoin,  and 
received  into  the  lungs  ; occafional  laxatives, 
bleeding  if  inflammation,  foft  balfamic  food, 
and  gentle  exercife. 

VOMITING. 

Tr  EATMENT.  If  it  arifcs  from  foulnefs  of 
ftomach  (as  bile,  acidity,  &c.)  a vomit  Avill 
be  ufeful ; and  afterwards,  if  neceflary,  a 
rhubarb  purge ; and  flomachics,  magnefia, 
opiates,  &c.  according  to  circumllances.  If 
from  fpafms,  the  faline  draughts,  and  proper 
.opiates ; medicines  of  the  nervous  clafs,  joined 
with  laxatives  ; and,  if  neceflary,  a bliller  to 
the  back.  If  from  inflammation,  bleeding, 
cooling  diluents  and  febrifuges,  as  the  faline 
draughts  with  proper  laxatives ; and  anodynes 
at  difcretiou.  If  from  weaknefs'  of  the  fto- 
mach, bark,  bitters,  or  other  corroborants ; 
premifing  a vomit  if  judged  neceflhry.  Cha- 
lybeate waters  ar?  alfo  proper.  If  the  ftomach 
be  fore,  as  it  is  termed,  the  half,  traumat. 
fpermaceti,  or  other  balfamics,  are  good.  In 
vomitings,  the  beft  form  of  medicine  is  pills. 

Vomitings  are  often  fymptomatic,  as  in  fits  of 
the  gravel,  pregnancy,  &c.  the  original  dif- 
order,  muft  in  thofe  cafes,  claim  the  chief  at- 
tention. VOMIT-

URINE  bloody. 

The  treatment  may  be  fimilar  to  that  prefcribed 
for  the  Diabetes.

As  this  complaint  arifes  from  a 
relaxed  date  of  the  fphinfler  of  the  bladder,  it 
mull  be  cured  by  proper  corroborant  remedies, 
as  bark,  tind.  rofar.  tindl.  dypt.  elix.  vitriol, 
alum,  bitters,  and  the  like»  TimR^  canthar.. 
has  been  found  efficacious,  as  hath  alfo  vitriol 
caerul.  in  dofes  of  half  a grain,  twice  in  a day.. 
Exercife,  and  light,  but  ftrengthening  diet> 
are  alfo  proper.

Called  Ifcuria,  if  total ; Stranguary , if  but  iit 
part  ; and  Difury,  if  the  latter  be  attended 
with  heat ; and  are  ufually  occafiop.ed  by  in- 
flammation or  Ipafms  on  the  neck  of  the  blad- 
der, in  confequenee  of  blifters,  or  feme  other 
caufe. 

Treatment.  Medicines  with  ol.  amygd.  and 
plenty  of  gum  arabic,  with  opiates  or  camphire, 
if  neceflary.  The  body  fliould  be  kept  open 
with  gentle  laxatives,  and  emollient  clyfters ; 
if  neceflary,  bleed,  foment  the  belly,  and  ad- 
vife  the  warm  bath.  If  caruncles  in  the  urethra 
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are  the  caufe,  bougies,  introduced  with  proper 
caution,  are  ferviceable.

WORMS. 

Symptoms.  Itching  of  the  nofe  and  anus; 
hunger,  with  ravenous  appetite;  naufea  ; and 
gnawing  pain  in  the  ftomach  or  intellines ; 
fcetid  breath ; grinding  of  the  teeth,  and  moan- 
ing in  fleep  ; intermitting  weak  pulfe,  and 
heflic  fever ; faintings,  and  fometimes  con- 
vulfivefits;  palenefs ; wallingof  theflelh.  But 
there  are  feveral  kinds  of  worms.  Itching 
about  the  anus,  with  tenefmus,  are  figns  of 
afcarides,  or  fmall  thread  worms.  Sudden 
gripings  about  the  ^navel,  denote  the  common 
round  worms.  Gnawing  pains  in  the  ftomach, 
and  voracibufnefs,  the  maw  worms.  And  a 
weight  in  the  belly,  like  the  rolling  of  a ball, 
the  tenea,  or  tape  worm. 

Treatment.  Tin  filings,  with  rhubarb,  or 
'other  proper  aperient;  feni.  fanton.  calomel, 
sethiops,  or  other  mercurials,  every  night ; 
with  a purge  now  and  then.  Indian  pink  root 
3 IT,  in  powder,  or  corallin.  The  infufion  of 
bcars-foot  leaves  is  efteemed  good ; c.ab- 

. bage-tree  bark  has  alfo  been  recommended. 

Aloes, 
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•Aloes,  wormwood,  rue,  favine,  elpecially  in 
clyfters ; and  for  the  afcarides,  the  fumes  of 
tobacco  thrown  up  the  reftum  ; for  the  tape 
worm,  the  male  fern  root  3].  every  hour  for 
three  'times,  and  prefently  after  a ftrong  draf  • 
tic  mercurial  purge.  See  Dr.  Simmons’s  in- 
genious pamphlet  on  the  fubjedi.  Corrobo- 
rants are  proper  after  a courfe  of  anthelmintic 
medicinea.

If  a- nerve  be  divided  in  part  (as 
violent  pain,  convulfions,  and  delirium  will 
. indicate)  divide  it  entirely  ; as  mull  alfo  be 
the  cafe  with  a tendon  or  artery  in  like  cir- 
cumftances.  If  there  be  fever,  bleed,  purge, 
and  give  cooling  febrifuges ; and  if  inflamma- 
tion, apply  emollient  poultices  and  fomenta- 
tions. If  the  patient  is  low,  and  the  wound 
does  not  go  on  kindly,  bark,  or  other  proper 
cordial  and  ftrengthening  medicines,  with  fuit- 
able  diet,  ftiould  be  preferibed.
